Religions in Ancient Palestine. 


THIRD SCHWEICH LECTURE. 
The concluding Schweich ” lecture on Religions in Ancient Palestica 
in the Light of Archwological Research,’ was delivered on Monday, at 
Surlington House, by Dr. Stanley A. Cook. Sir Frederick Kenyon presided, 
Dr. CooK showed how the ancient cults became influenced by Greeo 


Roman mythology, and to 2a great extent became merged in Hellenistic 
forms of worship. Some of the symoolism, which he illustrated chiefly by 
eoins, found echoes in the Bible, such as in the two pillars at the gate of the 
Temple. He contrasted the Jewish resistance to human sacrifice with its 
persistence in Phcenician cults. An interesting (and topical) coin showed 
the eftigy of Antiochus Epiphanes, and Dr. Cook also gave illustrations of 
Maceabean coinage and one relating to Bar Cochba. He professed himself 
unable to explain the significance of some of the ornamentation found in the 
ruins of an ancient Galilean Synagogue. He concluded by remarking that 
archeology corrected many preconceived ideas of Biblical interpretation.

THe “Noumervs In HconGary.—The Committee considered a 
report from the Secretary on the pre-ent situation of the appeal which has been 
add to the Learue of Nations regarding the Vwmerus Claueus Law in 
Hungary. In view of certain statements made in the Press with rerard to the 
attitude of the Budapest Jewish Community. the Committee desire it to be made 
known that their appeal tothe Leacue is p imarily based on the international 
aspects of the Numerus (Clausus Law. The Committee authorised the Secretar 
to proceed to Geneva in order to watch the case on behalf of the Jewis 
comm inity. 

THE SITUATION IN RouMANIA.—The Secretary reported that in reply to 
representations male tothe Roumanian Government respecting the unchecked 
virulence of the anti-Semitic avitation led by Professor Cuza. a telegram had been 
receive 1 from Mr. Duca, the Minister of Foreien Affairs. throuch the Roumanian 
Legation In London. to the effect that the Roumanian Government, faithful to 
the constitution of the country, and its traditions, was resolved to assure to all 
confessions the free exercise of their religion. and condemning as it does the 
attacks on this great and fundamental principle. its representatives would always 
take the necessary measures to protect the richts of all Rumanian citizens. At 
the same time the Roumanian Chareé d Affaires informed the Committee that his 
Government had marked its sympathy with the Jewish Community by sending 
an official representative to the service held in the Great Synagocue of Budapest 
in celebration of the eivhth anniversary of the Balfour Decla-ation. In acknow- 
ledging this communication. the Secretary wrote: “Il am surethat my Committee 
will be gratified by this further testimony of the liberal attitude of the Roumanian 
Government. At the same time I shall only be anticipating their opinion if I say 
that in view of the marnitude an 1 bitterness lately assumed by the anti-Semitic 
agitation, they trust that your Government will find it possible to take some 
practical pot to vindicate the policy referred to in Mr. Duca’s telecram.” The 
Chairman referred to the serious economic crisis in Bessarabia and stated that 
the Jewish Colonisation Association. in conjunction with the American Joint 
Reconstruction Foundation, was taking measures to deal with the distress of the 
Jewish population. 

MISCELLANEOUS —The Committee noted with satisfaction the formation of 
the new Government in Poland and the statement of Count Skrzynski in the 
Polish Senate. that he intended to devote himself with the utmost sincerit y to the 
execution of the Polish Jewish agreement. Appeals for help from the Damascus 
Jewish Community were read, torether with a report received from the A//iance 
Israelite. It was resolved to postpone action until further information had been 
received from the Al/iince Israél ite. 


The Distresse! Jews in Damascus. 


Dr. Sauce. Datcnes brought up the matter of the distresse? Jew: of 
Damascus (a letter on the subject. from him appeared in last week's JeEwisn 
Caronicvce). He said he hal raised the question at a meeting of the Joint 
Foreign Committee, and that body felt that the support of the community 
was needed. A secon! cable hal been received from Beyrout, and he 


thought it adv sab'e therefore that the Council should be acquiinted with © 


the facts. Asan2w nem>er of the Council, he hoped that the Association, 
which was doing admirable educational work, might be able to exten1 its 
aid in an economical sense, especially in a case of emergency such as the one 
in which the Jews of Damiscus were placed. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Council was in full sympathy with the 
views expressed by Dr. Daiches. The Association did support the schools 
in Damascus, but it was not within their usial province? to support relief 
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funds. He thought that before anything could be done in the matter, the 
Association should receive fuller details from the Alliance Israélite. ; 

After a discussion, in which Miss N. Adler and Messrs. A. Howitt, J. 
Prag. J.P., L. Lowy, M. G. Liverman, Leonard L. Cohen, Dr. Daiches, and 
the Chairman participated, it was decided to leave the matter in the hands 
of the Executive Committee. 

Joint Press Committee.

The Work of the Ica. 

The Prestpent reported on the recent work of the Jewish Colonisation 
Aasociation of which the following ts an abstrict: 

Throuvh the economic situation in Poland. a considerable number of farming 
families have appealed to the Ica to emigrate them to South America as they 
eonld not make a living at home. After careful selection, 63 of these families 
were despatched during the first six months of 1925 to the Argentine and settled 
in our colonies and enabled immediately on their arrival to secure a reasonable 
livine. Since July. a farther 3} families have been established on the Colony of 
Montefiore. and, in addition our plans for 1925 have included t :e settlement of 
l\)} families recently arrived in the Argentine. A considerable number of these 
ate already established. and have proved themselves most satisfactory colonists. 
In adtition. a further 117 farming families already in the country have been 
settled. making with the 63 referred to above. ISO. of whom 83 were provided with 
special credits, while 97 families had sufficient means to buy live and dead stock 
necessary for cultivating the land handed overto them. These latter families were 
therefore established without any advances from tis. At laGama. in the province 
of bntre Rios 22 -more farnilies sons of colonista. have been ylaced and are at work. 
A further thirty lots are being developed and are intended for the new arrivals 
from 2 irTopse \ considerable area of this propert y has to he deforested before it 
can be successfully farmed. and this work is in hand. Although the harvest of 
1924-1925 was not very satisfactory. the position of our colonists is excellent, with 
th exception of the Colony of Montefiore, which has suffered from a prolonved 
rought. and there the Ica tas come to its assistance by the distribution of seeds 
nd the provision of live stock, ete. The late rise in the price of meat has enabled 
the colonists to sell a portion of their herds, The dairy industry is going ahead: 
35.000 litres of milk in the Colony of Entre Rios are being converted into cream. 
nutter and cheese daily and the Co-operative Societies are increasing their 
operations The Fondo Communal of Entre Rios. received 65.000 quintals of 
wheat and 18.000 quintals of linseed from ita members, while the turn-over of the 
Mutua of Moisesville rose to one million pesos. The Co-operative of Lucienville 

Entre Rios) sold 5/0") quintals of wheat and 15.00) quintals of linseed for its 
members. Social and communal life is developing. At Rivora an important 
electric plant has been Installed, and a flour-mill, driven by electricity, is being 
planned, while a large synagogue is in course of construction. Generally speaking, 
prospects in the Arwentine are most encouraving. Certain reforme have been 
carried out in the organisation of our religions classes, and everything is now 
working with the greatest revularity. At the end of last September, 90 classes 
were in existence with 4.071 pupils. | 

Brazi_.—Our new manager has arrived. and. as the political situation has 
improved. our colonist4 have returned to work with new energy. Not only have 
they paid their annuities due punctually, but, thanks to payments in advance. 
many of them will shortly become actual owners. Certain special crops have 
been developed, and certain industries, such as bee culture and vine-growing., etc.. 
are makin 4 stead provwress. At the village of Quatro-Irmaos, thirteen plots were 
sold for building purposes. We have already a demand from more than four 
hundred families now in Poland and Lithuania to goto Brazil, and we are proposing, 
in 1926. to settle a minimum of one hundred selected farming families in that 
country, Certain other families will be given from thirty to forty acres each for 
market gardening. and will be provided with a house, live stock and dead stock. 
which will enable them to make a comfortable living. The Brazilian authorities 
are watching our work with a sympathetic eye, and are keeping in close touch 
with it. Efforts have been made, with success, to unite our corelizionists scattered 
over the country into communities, an ' our representative, the Rev. L Raffalovich. 
is revarded to-day as the head of Brazilian Judaism. Thanks to his efforts, several 
Jewish schools have been revived, and arrangements for receiving immigrants are 
well in hand. 

‘ CANADA.—This year’s harvest has been satisfactory, but at present we cannot 
tell to what extent our colonists have improved their positions. In the meantime.. 
the Ica has the installation of additional families under consideration. 

Rvssta.—The Ica is still continuing to support and advise the Jewish 
colonists in the South of Russia, and though their situation has much improved

He was followed by Simon, the second of the brothers. Fortunately 
‘or hum the Syrians were busy both at home and abroad with difficulties of 
‘Leir own, and he utilised the breathing space thus afforded him for extend- 

s the frontiers of the little country and establishing peace and prosperity 
within its borders. He obtained the right of mi tage from his overlord, and 
some of his coins are still in existence. He might have lived to do great 
things, but his son-in-law, Ptolemaus, became jealous of him and 
‘reacherously slew him. So the third of the. three brothers died an 
‘inatural death. 

Simon left three sons in addition to his daughter ; and he was succeeded 
hy the eldest of them, John Hyrkanus. The twenty-nine years of his 
reign may be written down as the zenith of the Hasmonean rule ; neverthe- 
less, his policy sowed the seed of the evils which undermined bot the 
position of his family and the independence of his people. John Hyrkanus 
conquered a number of his neighbours, including the Sama itans and the 
ldumeans, forcing the latter to accept Judaism. The boundaries of the 
realm were still more extended, and when Hyrkanus died he had the satis: 


faction of knowing that the Jews in Palestine might once again sit each 
man under his vine and his fig tree, and there was none to make them afraid 
His reign has bee : compared with that of King Solomon. Yet on the other 
side of the reckoning must be placed his reach with the Pharisees and his 
consequent loss of popularity. The conversion of the Idumeans to Judaism 
is said to have been the only case in history where Judaism was orced ona 
people ; when Herod the Idumean became king of the Jews it was but 
Nemesis for the well-meaning but oolish policy of John Hyrcanus. 

Hyrkanus left five sons, of whom the eldest, Judas Aristobulus, who 
was married to that very energetic lady, Salome Alexandra, succeeded him. 
Aristobulus was passionately ambitious: not content with the name of 
prince, he must needs call himself king, being the first king of the Jews 
since the destruction of the First :emple. But his vanity availed him 
naught ; a long illness forced him to place his favourite brother, Antigonos, 
at the head of the military expeditions of the reign ; and the popularity of 
Antigonos i creased with his military laurels. The king and queen became 
very jealous of the popular hero ; and there is nolon» step bet ween jealousy 
and murder. Aristobulus must have been a coward; for when he heard of the 
death of his favourite brother, a sudden fear seized u; on him, and his heart 
ceased to beat. 

Queen Salome offered her hand and the vacant throne to her late 
husband's elder brother, Alexander Yanuai. Needless to say he accepted 
both. Since Judas Aristobulus had died childless, Salome Alexandra, his 
queen, was acting in accord with the strict letter of the Jewish law when 
she married her brother-in-law. Alexander was not what we should call a 
pious man, nor did he care for the old-fashioned customs which had been so 
dear to his Maccabean ancestors, and. for which they had tisked so much. 
He was a thorough-going Sadducee, and it is reported of him that on one 
occasion, at the Festival of Drawing Water on Succoth, he made sport of 
the water which as High Priest it was his duty to pour out religiously, and 
he poured it out w.th contempt. So annoyed was the multitude that they 
pe'ted him with their Ethrogim. Alexander Yannai was a failure, and 
when he died at the age of forty-seven, he realised that he had not possessed 
the most precious tre sure of any sovereign—the love «f his people. But 
it was too late; the-day of his death was celebrated as a day of joy throughout 
his dominion. | 

His wife succeeded him. A wise woman, she learned by the mistakes of 
others, and with the feminine instinct that was native to her she took the 
advice, particularly in religious affairs, of the influential leaders of the 
people, including her own brother, Simon ben Shetach. Perhaps the queen 
was a tuated in her policy by realising that the future of her realm appe ired 
to be by no meansr_ sy. Her two sons, John Hyrkanus LI. and Aristo ,ulus IT. 


‘were a study in contrasts. One was a quiet, shy man, who shrank from 


publicity; the other was the joyful warrior, ready to conquer the world. 
[t was as though the ancient fire of the Hasmoneans raged in his blood. He 


patronised the fashionable party ; like all the young ‘bucks of his day he ° 


was a Sadducee. Manifestly with two such opposi:es, and the eld-r the 
weaker, the scene’ wa: laid for no comedy. The tragedy commenced the 
moment Queen Salome closed her eves. Aristobulus began to attack his 
brother, and rather than fight, the gentle, peace-loving Hyrkauus agreed to 
retire into private life. 3 
Foolist:ly, however, he allowed himself to be persuaded by those 
who desired to gain advantage from the inevitable fratricidal struggle 


Supported by the Pharisees, Hyrkanus was pushed into an attack on 
his brother, who appealed for Roman help. At thit time Pompey was 


the all-succesful Roman general, and Pompey ap eared on the scene 
in Jerusalem. On the Day of Atonement, in the year 63 B.c.E., one 
hundred years after Judas Maccabeeus had re-captured the Temple from the 
heath :ns, a heathen once again entered the Holy of Holies. Pompey soon 


realised that it would be to the advantage of Rome to establish the weaker 


of the two brothers on the throne. Hyrkanus became the ruler, but he 
was'u.erely a tool in the hand. of the crafty Idumean, Antipater, the father 
of Herod. Hyrkanus had a daughter, Alexandra, who married her cousin, 
the son of Aristobulus II. They had two children, Aristobulus IIL. and 
the beautiful Mariamne, who afterwards became wife to Herod. But Herod 
waited three years before he seized the sce -tre which Hasmonean. bands 
were too weak to hold. The last of the line was Autigonos, the second son 
Aristobulus IT. 

It is impossible to have either admiration or enthusiasm for the last 
scions of the race of heroes. The first Hasmoneans possessed strength of 
bo iy and of mind; the last were weaklings and degenerates. But perhaps 
the circumstances of the time were too strong for them. However that may 
be. these one hundred and twenty-five years of. Jewish history have light and 
shadow closely interwoven. I wonder that no Jewish dramatist has been 
attracted by the heroism and the tragedy to depict both for us. Lam quite 
sure that our children would appreciate the story ; and since no artist's pen 
is available, it must be left to simple fathers and mothers to do so.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Mr. EMIL H. LEHMANN. 


T is one of the ambitions of those associated with the Jerusalem 
(‘niversity to establish an important medical faculty in connection 
with that Institution, and Jewish members of the profession In 
the United States, are particularly interested in this project. 

Should it reach fruition it will be very important that a well equipped 
General Hospital should be at hand for the clinical and other research 
| work of the Medical Institute. 
This is already provided by the 
Shaare Zedek Hospital which, 

~ founded some twenty years ago, 
by an euthusiastic group: of 
German co-religionists, has 
steadily kept abreast of the 
latest requirements of an up-to- 
date hospital, though its work 
has latterly been considerably 
hampered by financial difficulties. 
Mr. Emit H. Lehmann, the son 
of one of the founders, is ut 
present in London, endeavouring 
to form a group of supporters in 
this country, interested, both on 
humanitarian and scientific grounds, 
in maintaining the Institution at its 
present high standard. To a 
representative of Tur Jewish 
he has give i. in’ the course of an interview. some interesting 
facts concerning the work of the Hospital. 

Stamping out #pidemics. 

The Shaare Zedek Hospital,’ said Mr. Lehmann, “ has, since its 
establishment, always been one of the best conducted institutions in Pales- 
tine an it fully deserves its high reputation, which was maintained even 
during the war,.when the greatest difficulty was experienced in obtaining 
.supplies and financial resources, 


CHRONICLI 


The institution is unique, inasmuch as it 
is the only Hospital in Palestine which has special wards ‘or the treatment 
of infectious diseases, and through the isolation which it is enabled to 
provide, it has succeeded in stamping out such dise «ses as scarlet fever, menin 
gitis, and infectious croup and diphtheria, which were formerly extremely 
prevalent. The Hospital IS equipped with a steam disinfecting apparatus, 
so that clot ing can be sterilised. It also has its own dairy farm run on 
scientific lines, so that a supply of pure milk is assured. As the Hospital 
does a great deal of materuity work, the importance of. this department 
n.ed haruly be emphasised. 
Light Therapy. 

“Some time ago Baron Louis de Rothschild, of Vienna, gave the 
Hospital a la'ge sum for elec ric light equipment, and recently a group of 
American Jews, including Dr. M. Hyamson, formerly of London. were so 
delighted with the fine work which the in titution. was doing. that they 
g nerously undertook to equip the Hospital with an up-to-date X 


ay 
apparatus. 


Great attention is paid to the latest discoveries in sunlight 
therapy, and it is being applied with the happiest effects, especially among 
the child patients. The Hospital’s services are requisitioned by the very 
poorest section of the population, so that very little can be exvected from 
them in the way of fees or contribut.ons. support formerly forth- 
coming from Germany has been greatly curtailed since the War. and the 
Hospital has consequently to look for new circles of subscribers to meet its 
heavy annual expenditure. The recent large immigration into Palestine 
has increased the number of patients rather than the number of subscribers. 
as the new immigrants “are for the most part of small means and liable. 
before they become fully acclimatised, to require medical attention. 
Anglo-Jewish Support. 

“The hospital has been visited in recent years by a considerable 
number of English Jews, all of whom have signified, by flattering entries in 
the visitors’ book, their fult approval of what th: institution is doing. 
Among these I would mention Sir Herbert and Lady Samuel, Sir Edward 
Stern, Mrs. Flora Sassoon, Mr. and Mrs. David Sassoon Mr. O. E. D'Avigdor 
Golds ; id, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur E. -Franklin, Mr. and Mrs. Gustave Tuck. 
Mr. Elkan N. Adler, and many others. These are among the supporters of 
the Hospital, but I hope their number will now be considerably augmented, 
for the Jews living in the country of the Mandate will surely wish to see the 
chi-f hospital in Jerusalem remain a credit to the Jewish community. 
Visitors to Palestine should make a point of inspecting the Hospital, » here 
they will be heartily welcomed by the Hon. Superintendent, Mr. Marx. 
who made many friends on his visit to London a year or two ago. I ought 
not to conclude without paying a tribute to his self-sacrificing work. No 
Hospital was ever better served by its house governor, and no-one has eve?

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially prepared for Tut Jewisa Curonicre. 


“ Not by might nor by power, but by my spirit saith the Lord of yw, 
—Zechariah IV., 6. 


The Haphtorah for the first Sabbath in Chanucah finds an appropriate 
ness to the occasion in Zecharith’s vision of the golden c¢ :ndlestick. and 
the accompanying lesson of the spirit of God that shall prevail ove, the 
might and power wielded by human hands. Of this le-son bo fitter 
illustration can be found in history than that of the successfuy! strugg), 
of the Maccabeans against the trained forces of the Syrians. The coldo, 
candlestick of Zechariah’s dream has in addition an affinity with th 
ceremony by which we celebrate the festival. But the casual reader js apt 
to forget that the age of Zechariah prec ded the events of Chanucah by aboy 
three hundred and fifty years. His book is concerned with a period of Jewjc) 
history of extraordinary interest. Nor is that interest lesseue i by a certaiy 
parallelism to present day Jewish history that may be found therein. The 
story underlying the prophecy of Zechariah, and of his colleague in th, 
prophetic offic - - Hagval. is of the pioneers who left Babylon aiter the 
captivity, and attempted the rebuilding of the Temple and the resuscitatio,, 
of the Jewish people in the land of their fathers. The leaders of ¢) jx 
movement were Joshua the high-priest—a grandson of the last hiv)» 
who had ministered in the old Temple, and Zerubabel—a grandson of thy 
last King who had reigned in Jerusalem before the destruction of the holy cit; 
The work of rebuilding the Temple, undertaken on the arrival of the exiles 
in their ancient home, had been interrupted for some years through the 
hostility of the neighbouring Samaritans. It was the purpose of Zechari«h and 
Haggai to stimulate the courage of the people to a fresh effort to accomplis! 
their task. Probably there had been some friction between the two leaders, th 
high-priest and the lay governor. But the chief hindrance to the work | 
been the loss of those early enthusiasms which had moved the people o 
their first arrival from Babylonia. They had been caring for thei 
comfort to the neglect of the more sacred task. Ready excuses were offered 
for this neglect, such as that it was an inopportune moment to proceed wit! 
the work. Haggai's message to them is one of direct exhortation against the 
selfishness of this attitude, as well as a presentation of its futility asa p 


of increasing their progress and prosperity. (Haggail. and IL). Zechariah 
employs a much mo e poetical method. In aseries of visions he seeks 
inspire the people with a new interest in the glorious future that awaits the: 


The rebuilding of the Temple is to be the immediate means to thit end 
For this purpose a loyal support must be accorded to both leaders —th: 
high priest and the governor of the royal house. These heads of th: 
must work in harmony and with purity of purpose, if they are to be worth 
of t .e Divine assistance which it is the purport of the prophecy to m 
known to them, 


In the first part of the Haphtorah (Zechariah IIL.) it is th 
priest, Joshua, who is the subject of the vision. The prophet sees 
him arraigned before the Heavenly court of justice, accused }\ 
adversary and clad in filthy garments. Typical perhaps of those who 
refused to support the high priest in the rebuilding of the Temple. on the 
ground that he was unworthy of his high office. But the order goes forth to 
remove the unclean garments, to clothe the high priest with fitting and 
cleanly raiment, and to crown him with the priestly mitre. There is 
striking resemblance between the idea suzgested here, and that in Isaiah V1 
where the prophet’s uncleanness is purged by the burning co | from 
the Heavenly altar. Then the angel warns Joshua of the significance of 
the vision. It depends ou his own conception of the priestly missin and 
his fidelity thereto whether he shall have comm nd over the temple that is 
tobe rebuilt. If he walk iu God’s ways and is faithful to his charge, then 
he will have a permanent place between the pillars of God's hou« 
And just as the uncleanness of the high priest passes away wit! 
his. acceptance of the Divine mission, so shall his people's iniquity 
vanish in one day. National peace and sifety shall follow 
They shall greet each his neighbour under his vine and fig tr ' 
Having thus warned and encouraged Joshua, the prophet is given asothe! 
vision—that of the seven-branched golden candlestick. (Zech. IV.). It's 
firstly, a -ymbol of the re-built and re-furnished Temple, towards the com 
pletion of which the prophet is urging the people and their leaders. But i! 
is also a symbo. of the spiritual light, that should go forth from sucha 
centre of wo ship and form the basis of the government of the whole people 
For Zerubabel also mus have his warning. As civil governor, and 4s ° 
scion of the royal house he is inclined to place too much reliance on the arm 
of flesh, and to forget the greater purposes that God has in view for His 1 eop!e- 
He must be reminded that progress and prosperity are Divine g fts and tha' 
national peace and security must e founded on the things of the spirit. Whe" 
he has learned this lesson the mountain of difficulties will become a p!ai 
and easy path, and the coping stone can be placed on the Temple of the 
Lord amid the acclamatious of a united people. But for this purpose he 
must join forces with his colleague of the priestly house. They are the two 
olive trees, one on each side of the candlestick that keep it supplied with av 
inexhaustible stock of holy oil. So may they, acting together, but using 


each his own inspiration, lead their people to the realisation of a bright and 
glorious future. 


The visions may well have strengthened the hands of others than 
those to whom they were addressed. Do ibtless, these prophecies of 
Zechariah were known to the later heroes of the Maccabean struggle. Their

pioneers in every age, who are endeavouring to solve the difficult problems of 
the Jewish people.

Proceedings Nearing a Close. 
new confession made by Theophil Olszanski to the Berlin police 
headeuarters was read out to the court last week, by the President, Judge 
Fiaenk Advocate Dr. Grek, lealing counsel for Steiger, asked that 
of this complete. confession by Olszanski. the case. agaiust 
Steiver should be abandoned.

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ALIEN IMMIGRATION & UNEMPLOYMENT. 


From Mr. A. S. MINDEL, M.Com. 
To the Elitor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sin. It is rather disappointing that so far very little interest has been 
chown by your readers in this most vital problem. The matter has been 
brought to the notice of the Government on several occasions, and the 
Home Secretary, in the course of his replies, advanced various reasons for 
reatr cting immigration. The Home Secretary's policy seems, however, to 
be based ch efly on the assumption that should aliens be freely admitted 
into thi country they would displace British workmen, aud the problem of 
unemployment would become still more serious. If this assumption were 
correct, it would be impossible to object to the policy of restricted immigra- 
tion. While our sympithies go out to our suffering brethren abroad, we 
could not as loyal citizens of this country advocate measures whic. are 
likely to bring injury to the interests of our countrymen. On the other 
hand, shoild we find the policy of the Home Secretary wrong and detri- 
mental to the best interests of this country, it would be equally our duty, 
both as British citizens and as Jews, to condemn the policy and to use all 
constitutional means to have the ban on immigration removed. 

In order to be able to form a sound opinion on the subject of alien 
immigration, so far as it affects the interests of the State, it is necessary to 
ascertain whether there is a real connection between immigration and 
unemployment, and, if so, in what direction and to what extent they react 
on each other. 

Let us imagine that suddenly the population of this country has doubled 
and that each one of the additional fifty million people is only able to under- 
take work mm new openings, and is not allowed to displace an old worker. 
Let us imagine, further, that trade and industry work smoothly, and 'can 
easily and quickly adapt themselves to cope with the increased population. 
The immediate consequence of doubling the population would be that the 
effective demand for goods would be doubled, and thus production and 
employment would also be doubled. A period of brisk trade would set 1n, 
the demand for goods would increase still further, and within a very short 
time all available stocks would disappear, unemployment wo 1d be wiped 
out. and the whole working population would be absorbed into trade and 
industry. 

Let us now assume that the fresh army of workers find well equipped 
factories, with up-to-date machinery, standing idle on account of lack of 
orders for the goods they produce. It is obvious that instead of waiting for 
some time until there is an actual shortage of goods, and prices rise very 
high, it is better policy to employ the people straight away, so that the 
supply and prices of commodities be more steady and regular. Once the 
workers are in employment it is immaterial whether they do new work or 
change jo 8 with some of the old workers, so long as both categories are 
employed. 

The underlying principle of the above considerations is that every 
‘producer is at the same time a consumer, and in the present stage of the 
business cycle an increase in consumption is most essential to stimulate a 
revival of trade. 

One might, however, still object and say that since aliens are used toa 
lower standard of living and lower wages, they might undercut the earnings 
of British workers. Ido not think there is much to fear in that direction. 
In order that, say, a Ruhr miner should be able to displace a South Wales 
miner, the former must not only be prepired to work at a lower. rate of 
wages, but he must also in all respects be as efficient as the latter. since 
otherwise there is no inducement for the employer to engage him. In other 
words, it means that before the Ruhr miner could become a competitor he 
would, immediately on his arrival in England, while still ignorant of the 
language, habits, and mining conditions in this country, have to be as 
efficient as the native miner, who has been brought up in the pit he is 
working, Considering further that we are now going through a period of 
trade depression and that, therefore, the less efficient worker is bound to be 
ruled out, the difficuity of the foreigner to compete with the British worker 
becomes still greater. 

But if we should have to agree with the Home Secretary and share his 
fear that a certain proportion of the newly-arrived aliens might displace 
British workmen, it would still be right to maintain that the free adm.ssion 
of such aliens is to the best interests of this country. 

Let us consider the : ause of unemployment in this country, and try to 
understand why employment has not increased in spite of the ban on 
Immigration. 

Unemployment is a result of a shrinkage in production, which, in its 
turn, is due to a drop in the demand for goods, and the latter again is due 
to unemployment. The whole thing is then a vicious circle, and if we cannot 
cure unemployment by direct treatment we must turn our attention to the 
other links of the chain, 4.¢., production and consumption. Of the two 
latter, we can do nothing to stimulate consumpton, as the spending capacity 
ofa person 18 limited by his purchasing power. We can. however, effect a 
cheapening in production, 80 as to increase the purchasing power of the 
community and to enable it to buy more articles for the amount of money 
at its disposal When this is achieved, the demand for goods increases, 
which calls for a corresponding iucrease in production and employment. 
The question then arises, where is economy in production to be effected. It 
is a well known fact that both in the upward and downward trend of the 
trade cycle, wages lag behind. In a period of adv.ncing prices, increases in 
wages do not keep pace with the general rise of prices, and similarly in a 
period of depression reductions of wages follow in smaller proportious than 
those of prices. At the present time the general level of wages is higher 
than that of general prices, and since .wages are rather an important 
item in the cost of production of commodities, they are largely

SUCCESSFUL PUBLIC MEETING. 


A public meeting in the interests of Hebrew and religious education 
‘od of making known the wo k of the Trust was held last Saturday evening 
at the Great Assemb'y Hall, Mile End. The hall was filled to its utmost 
capacity, many hundreds being unable to gain admission. ? 

Mr. Joseru Prac. J.P.. President o* the Trust, who presided, said 
‘hat was the first time the Trust had held a public meeting and it was 
trvine to draw the attention of the Jewish Community to the existence of 
the work that they had been carrying on for the past twenty years, quietly, 
adding Talmud Torah to Talmud Torahs. There were r ligion classes 
‘tached to congregations ‘nd there were the Jewish Religious Education 
Board classes all doing good work within their purticular spheres. But 
most of the Jewish people did rot consider that the insfuction 
viven in these places was adequate, as it was not sufficient to equip the 
Jowish child with he knowledge of his religion, literature, and history. 
And that was: why the Trust had been started in 1905, with a 
capital sum. of £1,000, by the late Lord Swaythling, when there were 
only four Talmud Torahs in existence—the Great Garden Street, Brick Lane. 
Stepney, and Commercial Road Talmud Torah. There were now twenty) 
Talmud Torahs in the. Metropolitan area and just on the borders of the 
Metropolis; there were also two Veshiboths affiliated to the Trust, and 
there were four thousand Jewish hovs and girls being instructed « vers day

OBSERVATIONS ON BRITISH REPORT. 


The Report of the Permanent Mandates Commission on the Adminis- 
yaiuon of Palestine was submitted to the Council of the League of Nations 
Wednesday. 

Fhe Commission records its special appreciation of the report by Sir 
Herbert Simuel on the administration of Palestine from 1920 to 1925. It 
ve rete that certain clements of the population dd» not appear to recog rise 
that the essential principles embedicd in the Mandate provide the only 
substan tial basis for the economic and political development of the eountry, 
bat is glad to learn that political agitation has diminished, It hopes.that a 
larger measure of mutual understanding and contidence will be brought 
aboot. so that an extension of co operation, particularly in the conduet ol 
and district affairs, may be found possible in the near fui ure. 

The Commission asks for fuller information with reg urd to immigration 
aiid labour. In regard to education, the hope is expressed that, when the 
financial situation improves, the Government will be able to provide larger 
funds for creating village schools in the Arab communities, andalso that 
more substantial assistance may be given to Jewish schools in view of the 
siantly intereasing number of school children. The Commission presses 
apprechition of the important contribution made by Hadassah Medical 
Girganisation, not only professionally, but socialiy ard politically, by reason 


of the eerviees which it renders to all sections of the population.
